URGES RETRENCHMENT 
Noting that most farm products) 
went back to the pre-war level/ 
within five years after the last 
war, Mr, Gardiner felt a proper 
the 
war period should be used on each 
farm as a period of retrenchment, 

“Every dollar taken in should 
be used to put equipment and 
title in good shape,” he said. “If 
that is accomplished, everything 
over and above ordinary earnings 
should be put into safe-keeping, 
possibly in government bonds, so 
that it will be available to carry 
through the difficult period which 
follows every war.” 

Mr. Gardiner said the Canadian 
farmer entered the present war un- 
der unfavorable’ circumstances, 
largely because Germany, Britain 
and France, which are now at war, 
have been “preparing for it at his 


Y | expense over a period of years.” 


Because of the war preparations 
by the three overseas countries, Mr. 
Gardiner said he did not expect any 

reat increase in demand for 
Eonadian farm products during the 
first year of war. 


NO EARLY DEMAND 

“If Britain and her allies are as 
successful as we hope they will be 
in holding the armies of Germany 
of France and Belgium, the 
demand for Canadian farm pro- 
ducts will not come as early in this 
war as in the last. It is only when 
armies marching across France or 
the removal of men from the farms 
to the armies in France or England 
interferes with the production of 
farm products in those countries 
that the demand will become great 
for Canadian surpluses. 

“No matter what our hopes of 
success a continuation of war over 
a period of three years or more is 
bound to increase prices of farm 
products in Canada,” Mr. Gardiner 
said, “It ig the desire of everyone 
hat they should not rise as high as 
during the last war. 
armers think that in view of 
pre-war fear always 
e e earnings of the farm, 
usually them apt entirely, 
gover should .do something 
to assure reasonable returns during 
the war. 

OUTLINES PLANS 

Mr. Gardiner cutlined next the 
plans his department drew up for 
the marketing of farm products, 
dealing last with the country’s 
| wheat crop. He said Canada could

ducers. 

“We can atsist our producers by 
making further advances it and 
when conditions warrant it and 
paying to the farmer finally every 
cent cbtained for the wheat,” ne 
said.

There is no mistaking the significance.

They 
know that the principles of dictatorship 
and democracy are at death-grips, and 
they do not intend that democracy shall go 
down. The measure of how many will en- 
list in the fighting forces, and how much 
civilians will contribute to the national ef- 
fort in other ways, is the measure to which 
these services are required. 


Casualties of Industry 


One man was killed and five injured in 
an accident in the coal mine at Hinton. 
Despite protective devices and inspection, 
this great coal producing province pays a 
considerable toll in deaths and injuries in 
the carrying on of the industry. It is no 
compensation to know that mining acci- 
dents in other fields on the continent take 
a far heavier toll. 

In comparison coal-mining in Alberta 
is a safe occupation. But it is not safe in 
reality. It is a hazardous calling, here as 
elsewhere. And one in which, the year 
round, men do not earn a large income to 
reward them for the risk they take. Their 
employment and earnings in this province 
vary widely with the seasons, and with 
the weather. The consumer does not often 
think of these things; practically never 
except when his newspaper tells him that 
another mine accident has occurred. 


Building in Alberta 


Building permits taken out in Alberta 
last year amounted to more than one- 
twentieth of the total for all Canada. The 
figure for the Dominion was in excess of 
$60,000,000; that for Alberta more than 
$3,000,000. 

Since permits are not required in rural 
areas, these figures reflect only the amount 
of building done in towns and cities. It is 
probable the construction and improve- 
ment of farm buildings in this province 
represented a cost greater than the build- 
ing record of the urban communities. 

The showing is very creditable, particu- 
larly so in view of the fact that loan com- 
panies have not resumed the making of 
building loans in this province. It proves 
that without such assistance Albertans are 
finding the means to do a considerable 
amount of new construction, as well as 
improving existing dwellings and other 
buildings—with the aid of Home Improve- 
ment loans. 

However conditions are in the country, 
the populations of the larger Alberta 
centres continue to grow, and the demand 
for more living quarters is still keen. The 
outlook is that in these centres at least 
building and reconstruction will be as 
active next summer as it was last. 


Think Back a Yea 


Complaint that Canada should have 
been better prepared when war came is an 
instance of being wise after the event. Not 
much was heard from critics before last 
Summer on the subject of preparedness, 
except that the Government was spending 
money or armament that might never be 
needed, money that might have been spent 
in other ways. When Hon. lan Mackenzie 
started to put our defences in shape four 
years ago he got nothing more than ac- 
quiescence in parliament, and outside par- 
liament the only popular enthusiasm in 
evidence was that shown by pacifists who 
said it was a sheer waste and called him 
a militarist. 

The Government in cold fact went quite 
as far, in pre-war years, a8 parliament or 
public would have approved. It gained no 
popularity in doing so, Rather it incurred 
criticism which might have been avoided, 
including sneers from some quarters 
whence cheers would have come had the 
money been spent otherwise. The arma- 
ment policy was not popular three years 
ago, nor two years ago. It began to gain 
favor a year ago,’ when Hitler crushed 


Czechoslovakia and revealed to the world 
that he had lied to Chamberlain. 

Meanwhile the Government had taken 
the responsibility each year of putting 
substantial votes through parliament for 
strengthening the defences, and had pro- 
ceeded to strengthen them systematically, 
despite something very like public indif- 
ference. When war came it found our 
much-ridiculed “navy” in position to do 
effective patrol duty and convoy duty, our 
air force in shape to be rapidly expanded, 
coastal fortifications on a scale they had 
not been before, the militia units better 
armed and equipped, the whole system in 
position to be brought up to a war footing 
quickly. 

Those who think more should have 
been done are thinking in the light of 
events which were not predictable a year 
ago, or were not commonly believed to be 
about to happen. They should ask them- 
selves candidly what they would have 
thought and said if the Government had 
proposed even in the budget of last year to 
spend say $300,000,000 in destroyers, air- 
planes, coast defence batteries, arms and 
munitions, contracts for unforms and all 
the other requirements of a country actu- 
ally in a state of war. :

Even an “insolently dumb Engiishman” 
could hardly make such a break as the 
Nazi spokesman who said the Altmark 
case “Shows what may be expected by 
neutrals within reach of British naval 
forces.” It so happens that every neutral 
country in the world with a sea front is 
“within reach” of British naval forces. 
And every one of them is relying on those 
forces to save its ships from being sunk 
without warning if they venture into 
seas where Nazi submarines are operating. 


Mr. Woodsworth says the C.C.F. will 
have nothing to do with any “national” 
government scheme, believing that an 
opposition is necessary. That seems to 
narrow down Dr. Manion’s field of search 
for “best brains” to the followers of Mr. 
Hepburn and Mr. Herridge, plus recruits 
who might be drawn from private life and 
wholly inexperienced in public affairs. 


At best, four hundred men battened 
in the hold of a fugitive oil tanker in time 
of war would be bound to have a pretty 
miserable time. The captain of the Alt- 
mark seems to have omitted nothing he 
could conveniently do to make life particu- 
larly unpleasant for the British seamen he 
tried to smuggie into Germany through 
the territorial waters of Norway. His 
conduct adds lustre by comparison to that 
of Captain Langsdorff of the Graf Spee, 
whose treatment won the grateful appre- 
ciation of his prisoners.

TROUBLES OF 
A COLUMNIST 


Here's a noble rebuke to Herr “Scuttler” from 
his dead captain. The Dutch newspaper Tele- 
graf of Amsterdam reports that the former 
Kaiser Wilhelm, now a refugee at Doorn, has re- 
ceived from a friend at Buenos Aires a letter 
describing the affair of the Graf Spee and the 

suicide of its commander, 
LANGSDORF’S Captain Langsdorf. Wilhelm’s 
DYING REBUKE friend reports that when the 

captain's body was found in his 
hotel room it, was shrouded in the flag of Imper- 
ial Germany, not in the swastika ensign of the 
Third Reich, though the latter covered his coffin 
as it was borne to the grave. 

Every Nazi warship carries in its signal 
locker the Imperial flag, which is run up to the 
masthead on certain ceremonial days of the year. 
Captain Langsdorf had evidently conveyed this 
flag secretly ashore after scuttling his ship on 
Hitler's order. 

This was the last significant gesture of a gal- 
lant officer, showing in the moment of death his 
attitude toward the swastika of Hitler and the 
commander-in-chief who sent the order to 
scuttle the ship instead of steaming out to fight.

How Germans “Command” 
the Seas 


The Nazi Propaganda minister boasts that 
Germany “commands” the seas, It does. But it 
is a command of scuttle and run. Proof of the 
fact is furnished by the case of the 3,771-ton 
German freighter Wakama which, with a $1,- 
000,000 cargo, left Rio de Janeiro. In the shadow 
of possible capture by the British cruiser Haw- 
kins, and before a warning gun could be fired 
from the warship, the Wakama’s crew opened 
the seacocks and set their ship afire off the 
Brazilian coast. If there was any discretion in 
such sorry obedience to an order standing in the 
name of Adolf Hitler, courage was wholly lack- 
ing in a cowed crew’s suicidal act. It was left 
to the British to reveal real valor. The officers 
and sailors of the burning Wakama were gal- 
lantly picked up by one of the British patrol 
vessels. Due to this humanitarian conduct on 
the part of the “enemy” they ‘owe their lives. 
Consider this experience in the light of events 
which have recurred in the North Sea. Unarmed 
English and Scottish fishing vessels, and even 
lightships, have been wrecked by German bomb- 
ers, who went on to fire upon and kill the ship- 
wrecked crews as they struggled in the waters. 
Contrast those events with what has just hap- 
pened to the crew of the scuttled Wakama and 
it will be realized at once how odious is com- 
parison—with terrible odium on the German 
side—Montreal Gazette,

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A Noble Example 


When Miss Ruth Draper, America’s geratest 
protean artiste, declared her intention of giving 
the total net proceeds of her Canadian tour to 
the Canadian Red Cross Society, she spoke of her 
admiration of the work done by the Red Cross 
around the world, and also of her profound sym- 
pathy with the Allied cause. The Society is now 
in receipt of a cheque from Miss Draper for 
$16,250, as the result of her four weeks of per- 
formances throughout the Dominion. In a cover- 
ing letter Miss Draper said: “My love for Eng- 
land and for France, above all for the principles 
which they are defending with such brave deter- 
mination, prompted me to do this work, and, I 
am grateful for the opportunity afforded me to 
carry it out here in Canada.”

| inspiring of human causes—an example which, 
| Wwe are convinced, will have a potent influence 
on the affairs of the Red Cross. 

All Canadians will cordially re-echo her 
thought that the border is so easily crossed and 
| that she may return before long for another visit. 
| She will find a national welcome awaiting her

War Is Not an Incident 


The close measure of Anglo-French co- 
operation which has been achieved in the last 
few months—the development of mutual polices 
which have the effect of welding the war 
economies of the two nations together—has been 
hailed as a great event of possibly permanent 
value. Those who remember how quickly 
French and British policy diverged at the end of 
the last war will remain somewhat skeptical 
about what Sir Archibald Sinclair, the British 
Liberal leader, called “the making of an ome- 
| lefte which we hope will never be unscrambled.” 

But the fact nevertheless remains that there 

is what is practically a permanent identity of 

| interest in the foreign policies of France and 
| Britain, and there will be general agreement 
| that the failure of the two countries to take 
| advantage of that fact was one of the reasons 
for the collapse of the post-war settlement in 

Europe. This error must be avoided if possible 

when the time comes for a new settlement, 

though whether the avoidance of it necessarily 

means the continuance of policies of economic 

co-operation on war-time scale is debatable. 
} Looking back at the past, it is possible to see 
| that the intransigence of the French and the 
unwillingness of the British to enter into defi- 
nite continental commitments (once the war 
was over)) were the main factors behind the 
drift which developed. It was the continuance 
of that drift over so many years that permitted 
a new European crisis to develop, Then, when 
the crisis reached its peak, the measure of 
Anglo-French co-operation which had brought 
victory in 1918 was again brought into being, 
with the prospect of it issuing again in the same 
happy résult. 

But co-operation which lasts only so long as 
an immediate crisis faces a nation obviously 
forms no proper or permanent basis for a coun- 
| try’s foreign policy. It is a commonplace of 
| military writing that war is but the ultimate 
| extension of a country’s peace policies, A 
nation’s policies in war must form a coherent 
part of its larger, long-run policy; and that 
policy, so far as Britain and France are con- 
cerned, is the maintenance of stable, durable 
conditions of peace. To relax the pursuit of 
that policy once a war has been won is obviously 
to abandon the very aims for which the war 
was fought. 

This war therefore becomes intelligible only 
when it is regarded as one stage—though a bit- 
terly important and vital one—in a policy which 
must be vigorously pursued and maintained 
after victory is won, The alternative, which is 
the abandonment or relaxation of our efforts 
when a peace has been obtained—obviously 
faces the world with repeated recurrences of 


war itself. The peace, so called, becomes not a 
peace but a truce. And a truce is not good 
enough. 


The allied belligerent nations therefore must 
face the fact that their objectives in this war 
extend far beyond its immediate purpose, which 
is to beat the enemy. They must therefore pre- 
pare now, at this moment, for the policy which 
they will follow once victory in the field has 
been won, and that policy lies in the setting-up 
of some system of security by which the nations 
of the world can collectively insure themselves 
against further outbreaks of the bloody, ruinous 
and costly process of waging war. Otherwise we 
can regard war only as the recognition of the 
failure and bankruptcy of unsteadfast states- 
manship, a conclusion which will satisfy no 
| one.—-Winnipeg Free Press,

duct and every person engaged in 
the processing, manufacture, dis- 
tribution or marketing of such so 
called fiatural products, becomes 
liable to regulation and control. 

True it is that the Act provides 
that before setting up a Board of 
control, the Lieutenant - Governor- 
in-Council is empowered to conduct 
“a plebiscite within the area of the 
Province covered by the scheme”. 
It should be noted however that the 
conduct of such a plebiscite is 
permissive rather than mandatory, 
and that therefore apparently a 
Board mey be set up without the 
holding of any such plebiscite or 
without proof that the majority or 
any definite percentage of those 
to be “regulated” desire such reg- 
ulation, 

It is only fair to state that the 
Hon. E. C. Manning has assured the 
Alberta Board of Trade and Agri- 
culture that “it is not the policy 
of the Government to put into effect

An acute head cold or an attack 
of influenza may produce after- 
effects which persist after the acute 
infective process is gone. 

For example, chronic catarrh is 
one of the common after effects of 
the ordinary cold. Caterrhal deaf- 
ness, chroine sinus trouble, and) 
chronic bronchitis are other possible 
troubles which may develop after | 
an acute cold. 

An acute sinusitis or sinus in- | 
flammation, or an acute attack of | 
bronchitis, or an attack of broncho- 
pneumonia, are likewise known to 
follow a head cold in some in- 
stances. 

Whenever a patient has one cold 


off, or whenever he seems to get 
well from one eold only to come 
down with another one, it is a good 
plan to check the sinuses, as this 


continued trouble with colds is | 
most likely to be due to sinus, 
infection. 


Sometimes the patient who has | 
gone through that acute systemic 
storm which we call a cold, will) 
complain that he feels “all run! 
down.” He feels weak, perhaps he | 
is a little underweight, his appetite | 
is capricious, and he is persistently | 
tired. He may have a slight cough. | 
The regimen which I suggest that | 
he follow will be outlined a little 
farther on in this article. } 

Flu, or influenza, is notorious as | 
a producer of after-effects which | 
may last much longer than the | 
acute attack itself. For example, | 
many patients who have had the/| 
Flu state that they are troubled 
afterward with a pronounced weak- | 
ness, which may remain for weeks | 
or months. The patient who has re- 
covered from the acute attack may 
notice that he remains mentally de- | 
pressed and blue. The mental de- | 
pression is all out of proportion to 
the original attack and may make 
the patient fee] as though he is 


carrying the load of the whole world 
on his back. 

The patient may complain of a 
cough, of tiredness, and an upset 
digestion. 

When a patient fails to recover 
normal strength and vigor after a 
cold or the Flu, a careful regimen 
should be adopted which will in- 
crease the general health. A short 
fast, followed by an eliminative 
diet will be helpful. Taking enemas 
for a few days. to insure a 
thorough cleansing of the bowels, 
will be likely to be beneficial. The 
patient needs plenty of rest and 
sleep. Exposure to sunlight or a 
substitute, treatment with he ultra 
violet ray, is of value. When neither 


| is possible, it is sometimes advisable 


that the patient take cod-liver oil, 
or some other vitamin D prepara- 
tion, for a time. In short, the 
patient should actively adopt all 
measures conducive to a building- 
up process. Such measures, vigor- 
ously carried out, will help him get 
back on his feet.

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R. A. F. MAKES 
FLIGHTS OVER 
NAZI ISLANDS 


LONDON, Feb. 21. — The Air 
Ministry announced today that the 
Royal Air Force carried out a suc- 
cessful reconnaissance flight over 
Heligoland Bight, off Germany's 
northwest coast, last night. 
| A Berlin communique previous- 
ly had reported a flight of “several 
enemy planes from the west and 
northwest” over the Bight, which 
contains the naval base of Heligo- 
| Jand and heavily fortified islands 
near the coast. 

Only meagre details of yester- 
day’s German air raids on Britain's 
eastern coastal waters were avail- 
able here today. 

The 172-ton trawler Lowestoft 
was bombed and sunk off the York- 
shire coast. Two coast guard boats 
picked up the crew of the trawler. 

Loss of the Lowestoft, announced 
late last night, appeared to have 
been the only loss suffered as a re- 
sult of the raids which brought the 
wail of air raid sirens and the 
noise of anti-aircraft fire to Lon- 
| don itself. 

(In Berlin the German News 
Agency claimed two British mine- 
layers and one armed merchant- 
ship were sunk by the raiders.) 

In one attack three men aboard 
a trawler were reported wounded 
by a machine-gun attack by two 


German planes. 
Radio listeners in Northumber- 


land, Norfolk and Lincolnshire 
heard SOS signais, but lifeboats 
searched the sea for more than 10 
hours without finding any victims.

Elmer E. Roper, secretary of the

address at Calgary Monday. 

Mr. McFarland asked the C.C.F. 
provincial executive to recommend 
to constituency officials throughout 
the province that they join in sup- 
porting Independent candidates 
being nominated jointly under aus- 
pices of the Unity movement by 
Conservatives, Liberals and others 
opposed to Social Credit, 

Mr. Roper in his statement said 
it was difficult to understand 
what Mr. McFarland means be- 
cause C.C.F. has or will have can- 
didates “in considerably more than 
half of the constituencies.” 

It is “not surprising to us that Mr. 
McFarland should show some recog- 
nition of the fact that the C.C.F.
